The Pope has made a gift of 
£10,000 for the restoration of 
churches in Britain which have' been 
destroyed during the war. Although 
the gift was made in January, it is 
only now that the publication of its 
distribution becomes possible, 

In 1942 the Pope gave two 
donations—one of £10, and the 
other of £2,500—for war victims in 
Britain. These sums have been 
divided proportionately between the 
bishops of England, Scotland and

ROOSEVELT WARNS 
NEUTRALS 


In a formal statement, President 
Roosevelt said :— 

““On August 21, 1942, [issued a 
statement to the Press, in which, 
after referring to crimes against in- 
nocent people committed by the 
Axis Powers, 1 stated: “The United 
Nations were going to win this war. 
When victory has been athieved, it 
is the purpose of the Government of 
the United States, as 1 know it is 
the purpose of each of the United 
Nations, to make weer es use of 
information and evidence in respect 
of the barbaric crimes of the in- 
vaders in Europe and in Asia.’ 

“HH, seemed only fair they should 
have this warning that the time will 
come when they will have to stand 
in open courts of law in the very 
countries which they are now op- 
pressing to answer for their acts. 


| WHEELS TURN 


“On October 7, 1942, 1! stated that 
it was the intention of this Govern- 
ment that the successful close of the 
war shall include. provision for the 
surrender to the United Nations of 
war criminals. 

“The wheels of justice have 
turned constantly since. those state- 
ments were issued, and are still 
turning. There are now rumours 
that Mussolini and members of his 
Fascist gang may attempt to taise 
refuge in neutral territory. 

“One day Hitler and his gang 
and Tojo and his gang will be try- 
ing to escape from their countries. 

“I find it difficult to believe that 
any neutral country would give 
asylum to or extend protection to 
any of them. 

““1 can only say that the Govern- 
ment of the United States would re- 
gard action by a neutral Govern- 
ment in according asylum to the 


Axis* leaders or their .tdolg aa in- 


consistent with the principles for 
which the United: Nations are fight- 
ing, and that the United States Go- 
vernment hopes no neutral Govern- 
ment will permit its territory to be 
used as a place of ‘refuge, or other- 
wise assist such persons in any effori 
to escape their just deserts.’ 


LONDON VIEW 


It was officially stated in London 
yesterday that the whole question 
in regard to the posaibility of 
Mussolini and others of his kind 
seeking asylum in neutral countries 
had already been raised by the 
British Government with both the 
United States Government and the 
Soviet Government. The views of 
all three Governments were found 
to be in accord. The British 
Government warmly welcomes 
President Roosevelt’s statement on 
this subject and associates itself 
with it.

“One objective is to let the 
Italians have self-determination in 
their government, but it is im- 
possible to “provide that in the first 
week they put down arms,” the 
President added.

Admiral Sir Barry Domvile has 
been released from Brixton prison, 
where he has-been detained since 
July, 1940, under Defence Regulation

peoples. The order for his detention 
was made on the grounds that he 
had. been concerned in acts pre- 
judicial to the public safety or the 
defence of the realm. 

Lady Domvile and her 22-year-old 
son, Compton Domvile, were also 
detained in July, 1940, but Lady 
Domvile was released in December, 
1941. Sir Barry Domvile was Chief 
of Staff, Mediterranean, 1922-25, and 
in 1927-30 was Director of the

50 TONS A MINUTE 


““Our bombers—by far the greater 
number of them — four-engined—on 
Thursday might once again dropped 
over 50 tons of bombs a minute on 


the port’ of Hamburg, during an 
attac which lasted for three 
quarters of an hour,” states the 
Gritish Air Ministry News Service. 
“Never before in the history of 
warfare has an attack of such 
weight. and persisteuce been made 
against a single industrial -concentra- 
tion.

Fires have now 
been raging in Hamburg without 
jutermission for six days, since the 
first 2,300-ton attack was made by’ 
Bomber Command on the night of

1,000 ’PLANES 


More than 1,000 'planes— British, 

American and German—estimates a 
Press Association air correspondent, 
were engaged in furious air battles 
over, the Continent in daylight 
yesterday, when the non-stop Anglo- 
U.S. air offensive reached its 
seventh day. Official American 
reports to-night described the day 
as one of the greatest for air fight- 
ing since the Battle of Britain. 
' The R.A.F. alone threw nearly 
500 fighters into the assault. In 
addition, U.S. Flying Fortresses, 
British and American medium and 
light bombers and U.S. Thunderbolt 
fighters all swarmed across the 
Channel. The Americans report 
that at one time the Germans had 
at least 200 fighters in the sky. 

A. British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security com- 
munique stated Jast night: — “A 
small number of: enemy aircraft 
crossed the southern coast. of 
England to-day. Two of them were 
shot down. There is no report of 
any bombs having been dropped.” 


Ireland 


In the past 50 years Sweden had 
set Ireland a wonderful example, said 
Mr. D. L. McEvoy, speaking last 
night at Muintir na Tire Rural Week 
in Cork on “ Industry in Rural Ire- 
land.’’ Sixty years ago,.he said, 
over 70 per cent. of the total Swedish 
population was engaged in agricul- 
ture. In 1930 only 40 per cent. was 
so engaged, but agricultural produc- 
tion had increased by the use of 
more scientific methods fostered by 
the Government. The proportion 
engaged in industry had increased 
from 20 per cent. in 1870 to 54 per 
cent. in 1930. Factories had been 
established in places where native 
raw materials were readily available 
and where the finished products 
could be carried away. easily. 
Sweden’s population increased from 
4,800,000 in 1890 to 6,700,000 in 1939, 
while the twenty-six county popula- 
tion fell by nearly 500, in the 
same period. But what Sweden had 
done Ireland could do. If our pro- 
vincial towns were to attract in- 
dustrialists they should improve their 
housing conditions. Instead of invest- 
ing their mane in foreign securities, 
the Irish people should invest their 
money in local housing or local in- 
dustry. @ 


Gaelic League 
Stamp Made 


in London 


The Gaelic League Jubilee Stamp 
—issued to-day.to eager philatelists 
—was made in block: form in the 
London Mint, and engraved by the 
Mint engraver, because, state 
experts, the - skilled craftsmen 
necessary to do the job could not 
be found in Eire. 

Celebrating the League’s attain- 
ment of its .-half-century, the 
stamp. bears the head of President 
Hyde, sketched by Sean O'Sullivan, 
R.H.A., from photographs taken 
when Dr. Hyde was President of 
the League, almost 50 years ago. 

The sketch, Mr. O’Sullivan told 
our reporter. was made in a special 
manner, being drawn six times 
larger than the finished block, and 
then photographically reduced. To 
the artist, the engraver said that 
heads were the most difficult 
subjects he could be asked to 
handle, and that this one of the 
President of Ireland was the best 
he had ever seen.

It is difficult to see which, the 
almost urbane, the almost De La 
Mare-spooky, the disciple manqué 
of John nne, is the real Miss 
Raine. One suspects at times that 
the rather embarrassing poem, 
‘ Invocation,’ beginning ‘ There is a 
poem on the way, and ending ‘if 
only the god will come,’ perhaps 
represents her most essentially. Yet 
the Juminous and liquid ‘In the 
Beck’ is delightful and charming, 
were one only ignorant that she 
could. write “so very otherwise. 
‘Parting,’ a longish poem, has 


integrity; and that which begins. 


‘Not upon earth, as you suppose,’ 
is, I think, a valid. mystical state- 
ment. There are good poems in a 
variety of unrelated manners, and 
bad ones in an even greater variety. 

“The explanation may be that this 
book represents the work of a long 
period of time. It seems likely that 
had it included more, it might be 
less bewildering. Certainly had it 
included a good deal less, it would 
have been a better book. Of the two 
alternatives the hard-pressed reader 
would probably favour the latter. 
Most poets cannot expect the inter- 
relations of their poems to be in- 
teresting to the reader: they may well 
be satisfied with having written a 
handful which anybody bothers to 
read. There may be the makings of 
such a handful in this book, but 
they seem likely to be poems which 
need not be placed in relation to 
the rest. One can hardly blame 
the author for not seeing this very 
clearly; no author ever did. Con- 
temporary poetry imposes on the 
reader perhaps a higher proportion 
of roughage to nutriment' than 
poetry has hitherto done. Those 
who are in need of roughage may 
read Miss Raine’s book, and they 
will stand a very good chance of 
absorbing more aliment than is 
usual. 

The illustrations by Barbara 
Hepworth are clever geometrical 
forms, which do duty egually well 
for stones and flowers; tut their 
relevance is not very appa-e:it.

HE spate of paper-backed books 
continues, and these are more

mérely opportunities for an electrical 
discharge.” That is a guarantee 
that we are not to be treated to a 
series of pyrotechnics and histrionics 
with no other meaning or justifica- 
tion than the passions of the actors. 
It promises us, too, the company of 
a sociable man for whom the 
fructive virtues are the social virtues 


of sympathy, tolerance, os 


the gift of admiration. We sha 
we foresee, meet men and women 
bridging across to one another. And, 
if our author has only the final and 
crowning gift of humour,\ we shall 
enjoy the adventure. And that is 
precisely what ‘‘ Howard’s End ” is 
Its motto is ‘Only 
Connect.” Connect people—bring 
them together, however disparate in 
appearance let them at least make 
the effort at ‘‘ sustained relations,” 
and however much or little may 
result the adventure will, at any 
rate, throw light on humanity and 
society. To put it at its lowest, it 
is a: highly intelligent idea for a 
novel. 

Perhaps another reason why 
“ Howard’s End ” is so gratifyingly 
intelligent is that it deals with a 
period when intelligence still had 
some chance of working. It is pre- 
last war. It deals with a period 
when society was, as yet, sufficiently 
stable to allow one to hold some 
idea of it firmly before the 
mind : whereas ever since 1914-1918 
society is so chaotic and mercurial 
that it never stands still fon 
enough, nor holds its values defi- 
nitely enough, to give any novelist 
a chance of trying them out on his 
characters. Moreover, the period of 
‘‘Howard’s End’’~around 1910— 
was a time when values, though 
solid enough to submit to dissection, 
were also being challenged widely; 
so that Forster was happily able to 
show both the firm and the quaking 
ground by taking families which re- 
presented both. His novel is a pic- 
ture—I think an immortal pictare— 
of a turning-point in English 
society, 


Ordinary People 


It is hard to say if Forster’s story 
contains either a hero or a heroine. 
He is too just for that, and he 
depicts such ordinary people that the 
terms sit wryly on them. But, if the 
term implies ideals in action, then 
his heroines are the two sisters, 
Margaret and Helen Schlegel. They 
are Ralf German. Possibly he made

patently not his notion of au ideal 
society—yet, they keep our respect, 
and sometimes even win our ad- 
miration Only a novelist of the 
most urbane temper, and the finest 
cembination of sensibility and wader- 
standing, could have done it. Those 
Wilcox portraits are a marvel of 
sympathetic irony. 


A Various Novel 


But it is not a roman á thése, nor 
a period piece, nor a mere vehicle 
for ideas, nor a satire; it is first 
and foremost about people, about 
human beings who are attractive 
even in their folly, interesting even 
without their implications; and it 
is about all sorts of people—business 
folk, a poor clerk, a tart, in- 
tellectuals, country ‘people. Its 
vatiety is endless. And all with- 
out a trace of exa tion or. 
caricature. The conflict of ideas 
does pattern the story — all in- 
telligent novels pattern the story so 
as to make the comment emerge— 
but one has no. awareness of 
manipulatiow; the characters seem 
to retain their freedom of move- 
ment throughout. It is, in short, 
the only kind of novel which is a 
novelists vote of. self-confidence; he 
knows that he can make pleasant, 
well-behaved, ordinary people hold 
us by what he so variously does 
with them. The novelist who relies 
on extraordinary or bizarre’ or 
highly dramatic characters, or un- 
usual incidents, or a strange back- 
round, deposes himself. The 
ascination of it, technically, is that 
the one thing the first and dominat- 
ing type of novelist simply must 
do is to appear not to exist at all. 
He is the invisible, but surpassingly 
skilful manipulator. | 

Since Hardy, the English novel 
fas thrown up no other writer in 
the great tradition of the English 
novel to equal Forster. Quietly he 
has established himself as a Ynaster. 
and in a quiet way the public jas 
acknowledged it. ‘lis Su Ks, 
especially ‘‘A Passage to India,” 
have sold widely; but what is more 
es is that they sell steadily.

Late and Seon. By E. M. Dela- 
field.

When Miss Delafield writes a novel 
—even a'romantic novel—one may 
reasonably expect itto be something 
above “' the “aa coin of. Jitera- 
ture ”; and in this case the pup is 
worthy of its pedigree. The plot of 
“ Late and Soon ” is straightforward 
enough, Lady Valentine Arbell has 
billeted upon her two Army officers, 
one of whom is a man with whom 
she had had a romantic love-affair 
twenty-five years earlier. In the 
meantime she has been married, and 
had two daughters; he has been the 
lover of one of them: she has lived 
the circumscribed life of a lady of 
the manor, he has lived as an artist 
in London and Paris. Their love 
revives, but has to compete against 
the difference in the ways of life 
that have se ee them, and the 
hostility of the household. The end- 
ing, properly, is a happy one. It is 
in the drawing of character, how- 
ever, in the acute analysis of 
emotions and the plausible develop- 
ment of motives from character, that 
one recognises and salutes the hand 
of the good writer. Miss Delafield’s 
novel is as it should be—a study in 
human beings. Lady Arbell herself 
and the Irish Colonel Lonergan are 
sane, living, eminently pleasant 
people; the insolently modern Prim- 
rose is taken with understanding; 
Venetia Lady Rockingham is drawn 
with that pointed satire that comes 
so well from this writer. “ Late and 
Soon” is a thoroughly enjoyable 
love-story of the best type. 


The Faithful River. By Stefan 
eromeki, London: Minerva. 7/6 
net. 


The story. of “The Faithful 
River "” is set in the time of the 
1863 rebellion in Poland. A young 
girl and an old servant left alone 
in a country house shelter a wounded 
insurgent, and nurse him back to 
life. They devise countless ways 
of concealing him from the brutal 
soldiery, who trequently raid the 
house. The girl .and the insurgent 
gradually fall in love, but arte 
separated in the end through the 
intervention of the latter’s aristo- 
ratic mother. I[t is a slight plot, 
but the author has brought excite- 
ment: tc his novel by numerous 
scenes of duelling, sabre-thrusts, 
sudden raids, ghosts. and so on. 
This, however; is not enough, 
particularly as the characterisation 
is not sufficiently strong to redeem 
the faults of the-plot; but the main 
objection to the novel is that the 
author’s aims are much higher than 
his talents justify. The attempts at 
philosophy and symbolism which 
Occur from time to time have no 
connection witl the would-be 
Sabatini flavour of the rest. 


Green Limelight By Leila $. 
Mackiniay. Ward, Lock. 8/6 net.

of Great Britain and the United 
States, and General Eisenhower’s 
statement to the Italian people 
must be interpreted in the light 
of that formula. As we write, 
international diplomacy seems to 
be-marking time, although there 
is great activity in the Chan- 
celleries.’ There was a meeting of 
the British War Cabinet in the 
small hours of yesterday morning, 
when certain Ministers had to be 
summoned from their beds. There 
was a further meeting during the 
day; and Mr. Anthony Eden, the 
Foreign Secretary, had an in- 
formal meeting in tha afternoon 
with the Foreign Ministers of the 
Allied Governments that have 
their temporary headquarterg in 
London. There is no doubt at ‘all 
that the strongest pressure, diplo- 
matic as well as 
is being brought to bear 
on the Italians to make a 
separate peace with the Allies. 
Yesterday’s Italian bulletin de- 
clared that the defenders in Sicily 
were being “sorely tried ”; and 
it is obvious that the British and 
Americans are doing . everything 
in their’ power to compel ‘a 
military decision. While the 
Italians are making up their 
minds in an exceedingly delicate 
and difficult situation, President 
Roosevelt has made another 
statement, which is described 
by the Associated Press 4s 
“a virtual ultimatum. to the 
neutrals.’’ In effect, the head of 
the United States Government 
announces that all neutral 
countries are expected to refuse to 
give asylum, or extend protection, 
to any prominent Fascists who 
may seek to escape from Italy. The 
President recalls previous state- 
ments in which he insisted that 
those responsible for the conduct 
of the war in Italy, as well as in 
Germany, must be brought to book 
for their actions; and: his latest 
fronouncement, which has been 
‘welcomed officially by the British 
Government, -amounts. to. a -de- 
claration that certain leaders of 
the | Fascist movement will be 
held responsible by the - Allies 
for Italy’s entry into the 
war. 

For the moment this aspect 
of the situation is largely of 
academic interest... What really 
matters immediately is, the 
Italian Government’s attitude 
towards General LEisenhower’s 
demand for surrender—for that 
is what it actually -means. 
President Roosevelt, at his 
Press Conference in Washington 
yesterday, declared that the 
principal aim of the Allies was 
to put a stop to armed opposition 
in Italy, and also to prevent 
anarchy. To that end, he added, 
the Allied Governments were 
prepared to deal with “a King, 
Prime Minister, or even a 
Mayor ”; but before any progress 
could be made, armed resistance 
must cease. Although the British 
Premier has been silent on this 
subject, since his speech in the 
House of Commons earlier in the 
week, Mr. Eden made it perfectly 
clear yesterday that London and 
Washington are ‘working in the 
closest agreement, and that every- 
thing that is said by President 
Roosevelt or General Eisenhower 
has the full approval of His 
Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom, It will be noted 
that since the dissolution of the 
Fascist Party in Italy no official 
statement has been-made by the 
German Government, which has a 
vital interest in the continued 
strength of the Rome-Berlin Axis 
—a term, by the way, that was 
coined by Signor Mussolini. Ger- 
many still has a large number of 
troops and a great quantity of war 
material not alone in Sicily, but 
also in other parts of the Italian 
we For that reason alone, 
she cannot be indifferent to the 
decision which Marshal Badoglio's 
Government is expected to take 
in the very near future. Her 
divisions are fighting stoutly in 
the region of Catania, and the 
problem of their ultimate fate 
cannot but play an important 
part in the considerations which 
are occupying the minds of Italy’s 
new rulers.,

Kildare .Jail at, Naas is to-day a 
neglected ruin, in process of being 
dismantled for the sake of its build- 
ing ‘materials,’ which have ' been 
purchased by a Dublin ‘contractor 
(according to -loea! reports) . for 
removal to the city, where they: will 
be used in the erection of yet 
another metropolitan cinema. 

What grim irony is to be found 
in the transition from a jail to a 
house’ of amusement. Former 
prisoners might well be expected to 
turn in their: graves at the ; bizarre 
idea of “it, all. 

The jail.is just on the. outskirts of 
Naas. It.is much the same as .any 
other byilding-of its type, only con- 
siderably smaller than counterparts 
at Maryborough and elsewhere as 
might be expected. Nevertheless, 
at its best or At, its worst, Naas Jail 
was obviously a place to ‘be avoided 
at all costs.

Earl of Cottenham & 


A few weeks ago I nelaouati 
the Earl of Cottenham’s books 
“Sicilian Circuit.” Our Motoring

“Lord Cottenham’s death has 
taken place in a London’ nursing 
home at the early age of forty 
years.’
